Man, do'confift in that, and are gdumbrated 
thereby - Which is inco:nparably expreſſed

abſolute Child, Males for the moſt part are per- 
fect by the 3oth day, but Females ſeldom, till 
the 42 or 45 day.; and the reaſon is, T hat the 
heat of the Womb 1s greater in producing the 
Male than the Female : And for the ſame rea- 
fon a Woman going with a Male-Child, quick- 
ens in 3 Months ; but going with a Female, 
rarely under 4; at which tire alſo its Hair and 
Nails come forth, and the Child begins to Stir” 
Kick and Tumble in the Womb z fo that the mo- 


ſhall now procecd to ſhew by what means the 
Infant 
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Infant is:ſuſftain'd in the Womb, and what po- 
ſtare it there remains 11. 

There have been various Opinions about the 
way, by which in the Womb the Fat is nou- 
riſhed, fome affirming, by Blood only from the & 
Umbilical Vein ; others by Chyle, received 1n 
by the Mouth ; but the Trath is ; it is nourtſ}h- 
ed diverſly ; according to the gifterent degrees 
of Perfe&ion that an Egg paſſes from a Con- 

' ception to a Fete, ready for the Birth. 

But before we proceed, we will explain what 
we- mean by this Ov,m, or Egg. You mult 
know then, that there are in the Generation of 
the- Fer, two Principles, Ative and Paltive ; | 
Theactive, is the Man's Seed, elaborated in the * 
Feſticles ont of the Arterial Blood, and Anj- 
mal Spirits. The Paſſive Principle is an Ovarm 
or Egg, impregnated by the Man's Seed. For 
to ſay that Woman has true Seed, is errontous, 

But the manner of Conception is thus : The 
molt 5piritous part of Man's Seed in the Act # 
of Generation, reaching up to the Ovarium or 
Telticles of the Woman (which contain divers 
Eggs, ſometimes more, ſometimes fewer )impreg- 
nates one of then,which being convey'd þy the 
Ov:i-dutts to the bottom of the Womb, pre- 
ſenty degins to {well bigger and bigger, and 
drinks in the moiſture that 1s plentifully ſent 
thither, after the ſame manner that Seedsin the ? 
Ground fuck the fertile moiſture thereof to 
make them ſprout. 

it When the parts of the Embryo begin. to be

a little more perfe&, and the Chorion is {fo 
very taick that the Liquor can't ſoak; through 
it, the Umbilical Veſſels begin to be formed, 
and to extend the fide of the Amos, which 
a "np paſs through, and allo through the Allan- 


reides and Chorion, and are implanted in the 
Placenta, which gathering upon the Chorion, 
joyns it to the.Vrerus. And now the Arteries 
that before ſent out the Nouriſhment anto the . 
Cavity of the Womb,open by the Oritfices in- 
to the Placenta, where they depofite the ſaid 
Fuice, which is drunk up by the Umbilical Vem, 
and convey'd by it, firſt to the Liver of the 
. Fat, and then to the Heart, where its -more 
« Thin and Spiritous part is turned into Blood, 
'  whillit the groſler part ef it deſcending by the 
Aorta, enters the Umbilical Arteries,and is dif- 
charged into its Cavity, by thoſe Branches of _ 
them that run through: the Ames. - 
Afoon as the Mouth, Stomach, and Gullet, 
4 &c, are formed ſo perfetly that the Ferns - 
” can {wallow, ut ſucks in fome of the grofſer 
Nutritious Fuice that 1s depoſited in the Am- 
2105, by the Umbilical Arteries, Which de- 
fcending into the Stomach and inteftines;is re- 
ceived by the Latteal Veins, as in AduSt Perſons. 
The Fetxs being perfeRed at the times be- 
fore ſpecified in all its parts,it lies equally bal- 
» HLanced in the Womb; as in the Center, all on a 
. Head,and being ſomething long.is turnedround, 
ſo that the Head a little inclines, and it lays his 
Chin on its Breaſt, its Heels and Ancles upon 
its 
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its Buttock, its Hands on its Cheeks, and its 
Thumbs to its Eyes ; but its Legs and Thighs 
* are carried upwards, with its Hams bending, 
ſo that they touch the bottom of its Belly ; 
the former, and that Part of the Body which is 
over againſt us, as the Forehead, Noſe,Face,are ® 
turned towards the Mothers. Back, and the 
Head inclining downwards towards the Cocyx 
..ot Rump- bone, that joins to the Os Sacrum, 
which Eone, together with Os Pubis, in the 
time-of the. Birth part, is looſned ; whence 
it is, that Male-Children commonly come with 
their .Faces downwards, or with their Heads 
turned ſomewhat Oslzque, that their Faces may 
| be ſeen ; but the Female-Children, with their 
Faces upwards, tho' ſometimes it kappens that * 
Births follow not agcording to Natures Grder, . 
| 2 _-but Children comes forth with their Feet {trad- 
i ling, their Necks bowed, and their Heads 1y- 
- ing Oblique with their Hands ſtretched. out, 
7 _ which greatly endangers themſelves and the 
Mother, giving the Midwife great trouble to v 
bring tkem into theWorld ; bat when all things 
proceed in Natures Order, the Child, when 
the time of Birth is accompliſhed, is deftrous to 
come forth: of the Womb.;z and by inclining 
himſelf,he rowlsdownward ; for he can no more 
be obſcured in thoſe hiding places, and the 
heat of the Heart cannot ſabſiit without exter- , 
nal reſpiration ; wherefore being grown great, 
heis more-and- more gel{irous of Nutriment and 


| « Þ. .Aight ; when coveting the Etherial Air, he by 
- rug- 
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ſtrugling to obtain it, breaks. the' Membranes 
and Coverings, whereby he was reſtrained and 


fenced againit attrition ; and for the moſt part, 


with bitter pangs of the Mother ifſueth forth Þ 
into the World, commonly in the ninth Month ; 
for then the Matris being divided, and the Os -Þ 
Pubis being looſnedy the Woman ſtrives to:caſt 
forth her Burthen, and the Child does the like 
to get forth, by the help of its inbred firength, 
and fo the Birth" comes to be perfet ; but if 
the Chi'd be dzad, the more dangerons-is the 
Delivery ; tho'-Nature, as a kind Commiſera- 
tor, often helpeth the Woman's Weaknels here- 
in : But the Child that is quick and lively, la- 
bours no leſs than the V Voman. 

Now fhere-are. Births' at Seven or Eight 
Months, and ſome Women go to the -Tenth 
Month. But of theſe, and the reaſon of them, 
I ſhall ſpeak more largely in another place,

there will be ſomething in it that reſembles a 
Woman ; that is, it will be fairer, whiter and 
{moother, not very fubect to have Hair on the 
Body, or Chin ; it will have lovg, lank Hair on 
the Hcad, the voice {mall and tharp, and the 
Courage feeble : And on the contrary, That 
a Feinale may perchance be gotten if the Seed 
fall en the right fide ; but then, throngh the 
abundance of Heat ſhe will*be big-bon'd, full 
of Courage, having a Maſculine Voice, and 
her Chin and Bofom hairy, not being fo clear 
as others of that Sex, and ſubjet to Quarre! 
with her Husband for Superiority, &c. 

In caſe of Similitude, nothing is more pow- 
erful than'the Imagination of the Mother, for 
if ſhe faſten her eyes upon any ObjeR, and 
Imprint it in her Mind, it oft-times ſo happens, 
that the Child in ſome part or other ct it's Bo- 
dy has a repreſentation thereof . "And if in the 
Ad of Copulation, the woman earne{i}y look 
upon the Man, and fix her Mind upon him, the 
Child will reſemble it's Father , Nay, tho & 
Woman be in unlawful Copulation, yer if the 
fix her Mind upon her Husband, the Child 
will reſemble hin, tho' he never got it, The 
ſame effe& of the Imagination is the Cauſe of 
Warts, Stains, Moldſpots, Dafhes; thoindced 
icy ſometimes happen through Frights, or e<- 
tr:vayant Longings, Many wemen big with

with a Hairy Lip, Some Children are born 
with flat Noſer, wry Mouths, great blubber 


Lips, and ill-ſhay'd Bodies; and moſt aſcribe the 


reaſor to the Imagination of the Mother, who 
has cat her Eyes and Aind upon ſome ili-ſhay'@ 
and diſtorted Creatures : Therefore it behovcs 
all Women with Child to avoid ſuch ſights, 
if. poſſuble ;, or at lea$t, not to regerd 'em. But 
tho? the Mother's Immagination may contribute 
zuuch to the Features of the Child ;, yet wn 
Manners, Wit, and Propenſion of the Mind, 
Experience tel's its, That Children are com=- 
monly of the ſame condition with their Da-= 
rents, and of the ſame Temper;s, But the Vi- 
gour or Debility of Perſons inthe Act of Copus 
lation, miaay times cauſes it ro be otherwiſe * 
For Children on with heat and ffrength of 
aeftreqmu5t needs partake mare of the Notre, 
and Inclinations of their Parents, than theſe 
that are beooiten when their Dz{ires ore more 
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the Child, is evinced by Rrong Reaſons. In 


the firſt place Seminary Vellels had been given 
her in vain, and Genital Teſticles inverted, if 
the Woman wanted Seminal Fxcreflence ; for 
Nature doth nothing in vain : therefore it muft 


be granted, they were made for the uſe cf Seed 


and Procreation, and fixed in their proper Pla- 
ces, both the Teſticles an:i Recepticles of Seed, 
whoſe Natureis to operate, and afford Yertue 
to the Seed. And to prove this, there needs 
no {ironger Argument, (ſay they) than that if 
a Woman do not uſe Copylation, to eject her 
Seed, ſte oſten times falls into ſtrange Diſea- 
ſes, as appears by ycung Women and Virgins. 
A ſecond reaſon they vrge, 1s, T hat altho' the 
Society of a lawful Bed does not confiit alto- 
gether in theſe things, yet it 1s apparent that 
the Female Sex is never better pleas'd, nor ap- 
pear more blithe and jocund, than when they 
are often ſaticfied this way, which is an enduce- 
ment to believe that they have greater Pleaſure , 
and Titilation therein, than a Man ; for ſince 
Nature cauſes much Delight to accompany Eje- 
Rion, by the breaking forth of the ſwelling 
Sparit, and the ſtitinels of the Nerves, in which 
caſe th2 Operation on theWoirnan's part is dou- 
ble, ſhe having an enjoyment both by Ejection 
and Recepcion, Þy which ſhe is more delight- 
ed in the Venerial Act. 

Hence It is ({ay they) that the Child more 
frequently reſembles the Mother than the Fa- 
ther, becauſe the Mother contributes moſt ws 

wards 
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wards it : And they think it may be further in- 
ſitanced from the endeared Aﬀetion they bear 
them ; for that, beſides thier contributing Se- 
minal matter, they feed and nouriſh the Child 
with the pureft Fountain of Blood, until its 
Birth; which Opinton Galez confirms, by al- 
lowing Children to participate moit of the Mo- 
ther, and aſcribes the difference of Sex to the 
Operation of the Menſtrual Blood ; but the. 
reaſon of the Likenels, he refers to the power of 
the Seed ; for as Plants receive more nouriſh- 
ment from fruitful Grornd, than from the In- 
duitry of the Husbandwan, fo the T-fant re- 
ceives 1n more abundance from the Mother, than 
the Father : For firit, the Seed of both 1s che- 
riſt/d-in the Womb, and there grows to Per- 
fection, being nourithed with Flood, - And for 
this reaſon it 15 (fay they) that Children for the 
moſt-part love their Mothers be{t, becauſe they 
receive woit of their ſubſtance from their Mo- 


| thers ; for about nine Months, and ſom times 


ten, ſhe nouriiketh the Child in the Womb 
with her pureit Blood ;, then ker love towarGs 
it newly born, and its l1kenels, do clzarly ſhew 
thar the Woman affordeth Seed, ai d contri- 
bates more toward the making of the Child” 
than Man. | 

But in ail this the Antients were very Ero-

The Antients further fay, T hat the Seed is 
the ſtrongeſt Effcient, the watter of it being 
very little in quantity, bat the potential qua- 
lity of it is very ſtrong - Wherefore if the 
Principal of Generation, according to which 
the Sex is made, were only (ſay they) in the 
Menttrual Blood, then would the Children be 
all, or moſtly Female; as if the efficient force 
was in the Szed, they would be a!l Males: Fut 
that ſince both have operation, in Menſtrual * 
Blood, Matter predominates in quantity ; and 
in the Seed, Force and Vertue. And therefore 
Galen thivks the Child receives its Sex rather 
from the Mother, than from the Father, for al- 
tho” his Seed contribute ſomething to the mate- 
rial Principal, yet it is more weakly. But as 
for Likenels, it is referred ra ther to the Father 
than the Mother : Yet the Woman's Seed 
receiving ſirengrh from the Menſtrual Blood, 
for the ſpace of Nine Months, over-powers the 
Man's, as to that particular ; for the Menſtrval 
Blood flowing into the Yeflels, rather cheriſhes 
the one than the other ; from which it is plain, 


the Woman affords both matter to make, and 
force 
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force and vertue to perfe& the Concertions 
tho' the Female's Seed be fit Nutriment for the

Soul : But, that the Soul is yiven to every 
{nfant by Infuſton, is the moſt generally re- 
ceived, and Orthodox Opinion ; and the Learn- 
ed:do likewiſe agree, that this is done, when the 
infant is perfeRted in the Womb, which hap- 
pens abont the 45th day after Conception, eſ- 
pecially for Males, that are generally born at 
the.end of Nine Months; but in Females (who 
are not ſo ſoon formed and perfeRed, thro' the 
defect of heat) not till the oth day. 

And altho* this day, in all caſes, cannot be 
perfectly fet down, yet Hippocrates has given

broke, or cut, cauſe Earrenngfs, ang it ftop- 
| Pcs, 
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ped, an Apoplexy : for there muſt rveceſlarily 
be ſome ways, through which, the Spirits Ami- 
mal and Vital, may haye intercourſe, and con- 
vey Native Heat from the Sovl. For, tho' the: 
Soul has its chief ſeat in one place, it operates 
in every part, exerciſing every Member,which 
are the Soul's Inſtruments, by which ſhe ſhews 
her power - But if it kappen that any of the 
Organical parts are out of Tune, the work 1s. 
confuſed, as appears in Idiots, Mad-men, @&e. 
Tho' in ſome of them, the Soul' by a vigorous 
erecting of it's Power, recovers its innate 
Strength, and they become right, \after a long 
diſpondency of Mind : But in others, it 1s 
not recover'd again in this Life, For as Fire 
inder Ajhes, 'or the Sun oÞbſcar'd from our 
foht by thick. Clouds, afford not their- fail 
Luſtre, fo the Soul over-wielm'd in moiſt or 
morbifick matter, is darkned, ard Reaſon; 
theredy overcloudet ; an: altho' Reaſon ſhines 
lefs in Children, than in {uc' as are arrived to- 
maturity, yet no Man muſt imagine that the 
Soul is an Infant, and grows up with the Child ; 
fo: then would it again decay ; bat it ſuits it 
ſelf to the weakneſs of Nature, and the imbe- 
cility of theBody, wherein it is placed, that it 
may better operate. And as the Body is more 
and more capabie of receiving it's influence, fo

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The Agent, or Womb, may be in fault three 
ways.

retion : And here both Divines and Phyſfitt- 


ans are generally of Opinion, That thoſe who 


according to the Order of Generation, dedu- 
ced from our firſt Parents, and proceeded by 
natural means from either. Sex, tho their out- 
ward Shape may be deformed-and monftrous, 
have notwithſtanding a reaſonable Soul, and 
conſeuently their Bodies are capable of a Re- 
ſurrection, az other Mens and Womens are : 
But thoſe Monſters that are not begotten by 
men, but are the product of a woman's Unna- 
tural Luit, in copularting with other Creatures; 
ſhall Periſlas the brute Beaſts, by whom tltey 
were begotten, not having a realonable Soul, 
or any breath of the Almighty infuſed into it. 

And ſuch can never be capable of a Re- 
furrection : And the ſame 1s alſo true of Im- 
periect and Abortive Births. 

Some are of Opinion, that Monſters may be 


 Imgendred by ſome Infernal Spirit. Of this 
mind was Egidius Facins, ſpeaking of a de- 


formed Monſter born at Cracovia. And Hero- 
num: Cardanms writeth of a mail which was 
got with Child by a Devil, ſhe thinking it had 
been a fair younz man. The like allo is re- 
corded by F7acetiss, of the Prophet /1erlin, 
that he was begotten by an- Evil Spirit. 

But what a Repugnancy would it be both to 
Religion and Natare, if the Devils could beget 
men, when we are taught to believe, That 
not any was ever begotten without hura' 
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Seed, except the Son of God. The Devil ther 
©being a Spirit, having no corporeal Subſtance, 
' has therefore no Seed of Generation : To ſay, 
that hecan uſe the a& of Generation effectual 
1y, is to affirm that he can make Something oi 
Nothing': and conſequently to aflirm the De- 
vil to be God, for Creation ſolety belongs to 
God alone. | | 
 Aeain, If the Devil could afſume to himfelt 
 adead Body, and enliven the Faculties of it, 
and make it able to Generate, as {ome affirm.

And, as it may 
core trom Humiity or Repletion, being a 
Convnltion, it way be cauſed by Empryneſs 
or Dryneis. And Laſtly, by Abortion, or 
difficult Child-birth, |

And left that any ſhould be deceived in taking 
one Diſeaſe for another, 1 will ſhew how it 


may be diſtinguifht from thoſe Diſeaſes, which 


have the neareſt affinity with it's {elf, 

It differs from the Apoplexy, by reaſon it 
comes without ſhreekipg oat; alſo in the Hy- 
ſterical paſſion, the Senle of Feeling is not al- 
together ſo deitroyed and loſt, as it is in the 
Apoplectical Diſeaſe. It differs from the 
Epilepſie, in that the Eyes are not wreſted, 
neither does any ſpumy Froth come from the 
mouth ; and that Convultive motion, which 
ſometime is joyned to Suffocations, is not 
ſo Univerſal, as it is in the Epilepſie, on- 
ly this, or that member is Convuls'd, and that 
without any vehement Agitation. In the S1n- 
cope, both Reſpiration and Pulſe is taken a- 
way ; the Countenance waxeth Pale, and She 
Swoons away ſuddenly ; but in the Hylte- 
rical Paſſion, commonly there is both Reſpi- 
ration and Pulſe, though it cannot well be 
perceived, her Face looks Red, and ſhe hath 
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a forewarning, of her Fit. Yet it 1s not denj- 
ed but that a Sincope mav be 'oJned with 
this Suffocation. Laſtly, it 1s Giftinguiſht from 
the Lethargy by the Pulſe, which in the one 
is great, and in the vther hlttle. 

Prognoſticks, If the Diſeale hath its being 
from the Corruption of the Seed, it foretells 
more danger than if it proceeded from the ſup- 
preſſion of the Courſes ; becauſe the Seed is 
concocted, and of a purer qualicy, than the 
menſtruous Blood ; and the more pure being 
Corrupted, becomes the more foul and filthy ; 
as appears in Eggs, the pureſt Nouriſhinent, 
which vitiated, yield rhe noiſomeſt Savour. 
If it be accompanied with a Sincope, it ſhews 
Nature is but weak, and that the Spirits are 
almoſt exhauſt, But if Sneezing follows, it 
ſhews that the heat which was almoſt ex- 
tint, doth now begin to return, and that 
Nature will ſabdue the Diſeale. | 

Cure. In the Cure of this Aﬀect, two 
things muſt be obſerved. Firſt, That during 
the time of the Paroxiſm, Nature be provok- 
«| to expel thoſe malignant: Vapours which 
binds up the Senſes, that ſhe may be recalled 
out of that Sleepy Extaſie. Secondly, That 
in the intermiſſion of the.

the Belly, mhich greatly ſtirreth up the Fa- 
culty of the Womb.

[n the birth of Twins, let the Midwife be 


very careful that the Secundines be naturally 


bronght forth, left the Womb being deliver- 
ed of its burthen, fall ; ard fo the Secundine 
continues there lunger than 1s conlitent with 
the Woman's ſafety. _ 

But if one of the Twins happen to come wit 
the head, the other with the feet foremoſit,then 
let the Midwifz deliver the natural Birth frit, 
and then if ſhe cannot turn the otier, draw it 
oat in the poſture it preſſes forward ; but if that 
with its feet downward be before the other, ſhe 
may deliver that fir{t, turnivg the other aſide.

How Child-vearing Women ought te be 
Ordered after their Delivery, 


F a Woman has had very hard Labour, 
then after Delivery it ts convenient to- 
wrap her in the Skin of a Sheep taken olf be- 
fore it 1s cold, putting the fieſhy fide to her 
Reins and Belly, or for want of this, the Skin: 
of a Hare or Coney, being, flayed off as ſoon 
as killed, may be applied to the ſame Parts; and 
in ſo doing the Dilation made 1f the Birth will 
be cloſed up, and the Melancholly Blood ex- 
pelled from thoſe parts : And theſe may be 
continacd the ſpace of an hour or two; after 
which let the Weman be {wathed with a fine 
Lmnen Cloth, about a quarter of a Yard in 
length, chafing he r beliy before it be Swathed, 
with Oy! of St. fohn/wvorr, after that raile up 
the Matrix with a Linnen Cloth many times 
tolded,then with a little Pillow or Quilt cover 
her Flanks, then place tie Swathe ſomewhat a- 
bove the Hanches, winding it pretty ſtiff, ap- 
plying at the ſame time a warm Cloth to her 
Nipples, and not preſently applying Remedies, 
to keep back the Milk, by reaſun the body 
at ſuch a time is out of Frame, for there is ne; 
Ther Vein nor Artery which does not itrongly

She mu by no means Sleep preſently af- | 
ter Delivery ;, but about four hours after ſhe 
may take Broth, Candle, or what other liquid 
matter is nouriſhing, and then if ſhe be diſ- * 
foſed to Sleep, it may be ſafely permitted. And 
this is as much, in caſe of a Natural Birth, as 
ought immediately ta be ane. | 

Bat in caſe of Extremity, or a» Unnatural 
Birth, theſe Rules ought to be obſerved. In 
the firit place, let the Women keep a Tem- 
perate Dier, by ro means over-charging her ſelf 
after ſuch an exceſſive Evacuation ; not being 
ruled or piving Credit to urn5kiiftul Nurſes, who 

admoniſh 
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admomſh them to feed heariily; the better to 
repair the lols of Blood ; for that Blood 1s 
not. for the moſt part, pure, but {:ch as has 
been Getained in the Veſicls or Me ::branes, 
better avoided for the health of the V Voman 
than kept, unleſs there happens an extraordt- 
nary Flux of Blood : for if her Nouriſhazent 


be too much, it may make her liable to a Fe-. 


ver, and increaſe the Milk to ſuperfluity, which 
Curdling, often turns to Apoſihumes. 
VVherefore it is requiſite, for the firſt five 
days eſpecially, that ſhe take moderately Po- 
nado-broth, Poach'd-Eggs, Jelly cf Chickens,
